THE REGULATION OF RAILROADS. 

A material point is gained when magnates 
of the railroad world concede both the legit- 
imacy and the expediency of legislative in- 
terference with the interests they control. 
The concession marks an advance in an im- 
portant controversy. Even so late as the: 
last regular session of Congress, the Reagan 
bill, regulating inter-State commerce and 
prohibiting unjust discrimination, was as- 
sailed in behalf of the railroads as though 
any genuine attempt at regulation were an 
assault upon corporate rights. The atti- 
tude thus maintained in Congress was in 
harmony with that uniformly maintained in 
the State Legislatures where Granger infiu- 
ence made itself felt on this subject. - It 
may be, as. Mr. Vanpersint alleges, that 
the hostile measures adopted in some of 
the Western States have reacted preju- 
dicially to their promoters. He should have 
added that, as in Wisconsin, the measures 
were not persisted in, without essential mod- 
ification, when their mischievous character 
became apparent. In other States, too, the 
legislation is upheld as locally usefal, with- 
out seriously hurting the corporations it 
affects. But the wisdom of particular meas- 
ures is of less moment than the judicial 
affirmation of the constitutionality of the 
action objected to by the companies. No 
principle is now more clearly settled than 
that which secures to a State the right of 
imposing conditions upon vast powers 
acquired under charters granted by the 
State. For all local purposes the right so 
unequivocally established is emply suffi- 
cient. It enables the people of a State to 
enforce whatever provisio»s are required 
for the protection of its traffic against un- 
just discrimination or harsh exaction prac- 
ticed by its own corporations. However 
effective as regards local action, legis- 
lation of this character fails to 
reach the inter-Btate aspect of the 
question. Congress alone can fally satisfy 
the ‘want, and the Reagan bill has fully 
shown that that body is not doubtful of. its 
jarisdiction in the premises or unwilling. to 
exercise it without waiting indefinitely for 
the concurrence of therailroad managers. 
Mr. VaNDexBiit’s letter is a distinct ad- 
mission of the constitationality of a princi- 
ple heretofore resisted by the class for

The 
teasén for delay is not manifest, Any 
judicions proceedings at Albany will of 
eourse imply the due consideration of’ the 
general parts of a great subject ; but, after 
all, the two spheres of authority are so well 
defined that there is little danger of col- 
lision in its exercise. On the general sub- 
ject of discrimination Congress might un- 
doubtedly to some extent obviate the need 
of local interference, but, after all, more or 
less of the latter will be required 
fully to protect loeal interests and 
to. establish a wholesome supervision 
over the companies chartered by the State. 
The investigation now being conducted by 
the committee of the Assembly has devel- 
opéd much that calls for stringent regala- 
tion, apart altogether from the inter-State 
eommercial questions with which Congress 
should concern itself. The demand that 
railroads, in common with other great cor- 
porations, shall present a true exhibit of 
their business and financial condition cannot 
be confounded with wanton assaults on pri- 
vate affairs ; and in the exercise of its au- 
thority on this and kindred points, the State 
may contribute to the solution of the prob- 
lem with which the nation. will ultimately 
‘be obliged to contend.

WHAT CAN THE REPUBLICANS DO 
FOR THE SOUTH? 

Tt is a current plea with the Democratic 
press at this moment that if the Republican 
Party were to regain possession of the Gov- 
ernment, it could do nothing, and would do 


| nothing, to remedy the evils which exist in 


the South. Admitting, for arguments sake, 
that. these evils do exist—that the blacks 
‘are robbed of the suffrage and unfairly 
treated in business and social matters— 
these writers insist that the National Gov- 
ernment cannot help them. In the first 
place, the injustice. in ordinary business 
matters, the insecurity of property rights, 
the inability to get redress for personal 
wrongs, the unfairness of employers, lessors, 
dealers, or even the graver matters of dan- 
ger to life and liberty—these the Demo- 
cratic writers declare are beyond the juris- 
diction of the National Government. In 
the second place, the suppression of the 
suffrage, they say, in effect, though not so 
distinctly, is beyond -the reach of present 
legislation. The Election laws did not pre- 
vent it, and cannot remedy it. 

This is a plausible plea, but it is not « 
sufficient one. It ignores what is a very 
‘sensible force in American affairs—the 
force of a clear, well-defined, sincere pub- 
lic, opinion. It also ignores some of the 
powers which a great party, united in its 
purpose and intelligently guided, could use 
indirectly to reach ends which direct legis- 
lation might fail to attain. As to public 
opinion, it is idle to say that the South is 
now entirely indifferent to it, or will remain 
so, The indignation which the cowardly 
oppression and subsequent brutal murder 
of Col. Drxow, in Yazoo, .Miss,, aroused 
throughout the country has already had its 
effect. For the first time, or, at least, to a 
degree never before witnessed, it has put 
the South on the defensive. For the first 
time it has called out a certain eondemna- 
tion of political tyranny and violence in 
the South itself—a condemnation, we are 
pained ‘to say, in which the blindly-sub- 
servient and stupid Democratic press of 
the North has not joined. So far; this 
sentiment of indignation and resentment 
in the North has found expression mainly 
in the press; but it was also felt in the 
vote of Maine and California. It bids fair

We believe that 
the country is now ready to try the Repub- 
licun Party again, with confidence that it 
will not fall into its former errors, but that 
it will execute its trust fairly as well as 
firmly. And we do not believe that that 
confidence will be misplaced. When the 
Republicans resume power, as we are con- 
vineed that they are about to do, they will 
be admonished by the past of their obliga- 
tions as well as of, their privileges. The 
Federal service will be organized and ad- 
ministered in a spirit of justice and with a 
sense of responsibility to the best senti- 
ment of the country. All the powers of the 
Government will be used without hesitation 
to secure free electiqns in the South as in 
the North, but no opportunity or excuse 
will be given to resent their exercise be- 
cause of the abuses accompanying it. And 
if we are not mistaker, this policy will 
awaken a response in the South itself. An

THE RED DOG STAGE. 

The task of driving the daily stage be- 
tween Red Dog and Benicia is by no means 
anéasy one. The road is rough and danger- 
ous, and, as the readers of Mr. Bretart’s 
** History of Religion and Morals among the 
Californians” probably remember, has since 
its very opening been beset with highway- 
men. The chief difficulty, however, which 
the driver has to contend with is the unruly 
character of the mules. Four mules are 
required to drag the stage over the road, 
and these four rarely agree among them- 
selves, except with a view to thwarting the 
wishes of the driver. They will stand still 
and refuse to move; they will take the bit 
in their teeth and gallop like the wind ; 
they will lie in wait for incautious passen- 
gers who may happen to alight, and will 
kick their brains out. with awful celerity 
and certainty; and they will fight among 
themselves until there is not a whole leg 
or an unehewed ear in the team. To 
control these remarkable animals is a task 
which might well appall a driver of ordinary 
skill. It requires nerve, coolness, strength, 
and absolute fearlessness, and these quali- 
ties. must be. developed «to an unusual de- 
gree in the person of a successful driver of 
the Red Dog stage. It naturally follows 
thatthe driver is a very important—in fact, 
the most important—man.in that particular 
region, and the local public take more inter- 
est in the appointment of a new driver than 
in the average Presidential election: . 

Two or three years ago, Mr. Yuba Bill, 
who had driven the Red Dog and Benicia 
stage for eight years, withdrew from that 
positidn, his contract with the stage com- 
pany having expired.’ Of his ability as a 
quelier of mules there was not the slightest 


question. Even his bitterest enemies con- 


ceded that he could break in the most vi- 
cious mule with a quickness and thorough- 
ness which no one ventured to rival. While 
he drove the stage the mules were quiet and 
obedient.. He taught them at the,outset 
that he could not be trifled with, and that 
punishment, swift, inexorable, and severe, 
would follow every attempt tokick out of the 
traces or to interfere in any way with the 
progress of the stage. While he was on the 
box, the stage was never delayed by any re- 
bellion on the part of the mules, and the 
serious kicking of a passenger was a very 
rare occurence, So far as his government 
of the mules was concerned, Yuba Bill wes 
beyond doubt an able and trustworthy} 
driver, but toward the latter part of his en- 
gagement not a few complaints were made 
against him. It was said that he smoked 
incessantly, to the discomfort of an occa- 
sional outside passenger from the Eastern 
States. He was called dictatorial, , chiefly 
because he rarely said anything, and it was 
alleged thathe was too severe in the govern- 
ment of his mules. The result. was that 
when his contract expired the company en- 
gaged a new driver, and Yuba Bill went down 
to San Francisco in search of rest and 
amusement. : 

The new driver was a nice, pleasant-look- 
ing petson, who had recently settled in Red 
Dog, and of whom little was knows. His 
friends, however, maintained that he was 
an edmirable driver, and that he never 
smoked, swore, or did anything wrong or 
disagreeable. He had not driven on the 
road for more than a week when it was ob-

The business of transferring and expressing 
baggage is of coneern to such large numbers of peo- 
ple that any radical change in relation to it becomes 
amatterof publie interest. Every traveler knows 
that to have his trunk or trunks transferred from 
his house to the railroad depot, or vice versa, has 
for years past cost him 40 cents the piece. Com- 
paratively few know that there are express compa- 
nies which now do this work for 25-eents the pieee. 
Sinee the regulation charge of 40 cents was estab- 
lished, the cost of nearly everything which enters 
inte the expense account of an express company has 
fallen; as, for example, the rent of stables, price of 
horses, of fodder and grain, and of labor. 
Nevertheless, the Express Companies keep 
up their vrice, which they are enabled to do 
solely beeanse they have the monopoly of the work 
on the trains. and at the stations. In fact, it is 
scarcely a secret that the stock of one of these com- 
panies is only railroad stock under another name. 
Competitors are thus kept at a distance; but if the 
traveler, arriving, say, at the Grand Central Depot, 
will take the trouble to go outside, hée,will find in 
waiting there the baggage agents of two or three 
companies, each of whom do the work of carrying 
for 25 eents the piece, and with no grumbling about 
carrying a trunk up stairs {f wanted. It only re- 
quires that this fact should be more generally known 
than it is to bring the competing companies a suf- 
ficiency of patronage to s00n compel the two favored 
companies to reduce their prices to the same level, 
which they can well afford to do. 





The war between the Russian and German 
press, which now has lasted for nearly two months, 
has lately received a new stimulus froma corre- 
spondence from Dunaborg to the St. Petersburg 
Vjedomosti. The correspondent tells that in Dana- 
borg and; indeed, in all the towns of the Baltic 
Provinees where a sufficiently iarge German element is 
found, the Germans have joined together and formed 
fire companies, which are not trained im the business 
of putting out fires, but drilled in all .xinds® of mili- 
tary exercise, after the German model and with Ger- 
man command.

brethren” from Russian despotism. He sees.in the 
formation and drilling of these fre companies a 
deep-laid, insidious plan, and he lets loose all the im- 
agination he has in deseribing how they will-act 
when the real war between Rassia and Germany be- 
gins. The press wat is neither s diplomatic. trick by 
whieh to probe the feelings of France nor an under- 
hand fight between Gorrscuagorr and Bismarck, 
out an outburst of adeep-seated national antipathy.

After the recess at noon, Deputy Sheriff John T. 
Cuming was recalled. and he gave a long list of the 
orders of arrest, summonses, and other business 
transacted by the Sheriff, retelling the story already 
tol4 by Mr. ‘wer in his presentation of the 
case. . He also stated that a few days after Sheriff 
Reilly bad been sworn into office, he ealled together 
the ties whom he had appcin and instructed 
them as to their dutiex, telling them they should 
be held to a strict accountability for neglect of them, 
withont regard to personal or political friends. In 
the ordinary course of businessin the order of ar- 
rest department, the Sheriff never had his attention 
called to the matter after the order was issued, the 
business being done by the Under Sheriff. The 
Sheriff's attention was seldom directed to the question 
of charges; if charges were not satisfactory the at- 
torneys could come in and complain ; complaints 
had been made in 10 or 15 cases in Sheriff liy's 
time, and the witness -understo6d that they had 
been ‘settled and fixed up;” daring Sheriff Reilly's 
time complaints had been less frequent than during
